(a) The amendment to claim 1 would require further search and consideration. Applicant has attempted to incorporate the limitations of i 
claim 30 into independent claim 1; however, the incorporation of these limitations was incomplete. Where claim 30 discloses, "chemical j 
sensor particles dispersed in said polymer matrix", the current proposed version of claim 1 merely recites, "wherein said polymeric matrix ] 
comprises chemical sensing particles". This broader scope encompasses materials that have sensor particles dispersed in, embedded in, I 
partially embedded in, or surface-coated on the flexible substrate. Not only would this change in scope require further search, it would i 
also require further consideration with respect to 35 (JSC 1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraphs. A scope of enablement rejection would be i 
contemplated because the specification only discusses embodiments featuring dispersed particles - see paragraph 0019. An indefinite 1 
rejection would also be contemplated on the basis that the claim is incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of 
elements (dispersion of particles in the polymer matrix). 
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
